In Cited Literature 1, a means is described whereby it is possible to display a number?f screens 
(computer images) for processing using the "multi-window" function. Any one of these windows ' * 
can be put into the active state and the processing related to that window is done by telephone 
terminal equipment. In the screen, there is a circuit display screen for instructions as to selecting, 
in regard to the circuit, an outbound telephone call, inbound (responding) phone, a call on hold, 
call answering a call on hold, or an interrupting call. (Numbers for) one-touch dialing can also be 
registered, and names and telephone numbers can be put in memory. The user, by touching the 
screen, can access the content of the circuit key.
